' Sports and Diversions ofthe British Seldier 
im C ump. 


There wasatime when almost the only 
diversion # British guardsman had was ip 
getting drunk. To-day in every barracks 
there is @ library and recreation room. The 
jlatter is supplied with several kinds of 
games, and in sone regiments wita billard- 
tables, Musical and other kinds of entertain- 
mentare supplied by tl. canteens or regiment- 
aldrinkingsaloons. Theseare encouraged by 
the authorities, who hope they may have the 
effect of keeping soldiers out of the saloons 
that surround almost all barracks. In many 
regiments there is a dramatic ciub, and 
‘* vafs” (theatrical entertainments) are being 
contizually got up by the membersof tem: 
perance societies and others who desire to 
| encourage recreation. 

On one day of the year almost every regi- 
ment, no matter in what part of the world it 
it stationed, has a meeting for athletic 
sports. Of these sports perhaps those that 
excite most interest are the obstacle races 
and the tug of war. To the former each 
regiment tries to add some new and original 
obstactle. Competitors are compelled to 
run through @ windsail through béerrels 
with the ends knocked out, through about 
six rows of ne ts, over @ hurdle. under a net 
pegged down rather tight, over a commis- 
sariat wagon, along the top of uw stretched 
net with very wide mesh, the feet not beg 
allowed te touch the ground, over a second 
wagon, under a windsail, uader, over and 
again under, a pole, masts iaid close, very 
near to each other, and finishing with a 
run home. 

The egg and spoon races are run, in which 
each competitor folds in bis hand at 
length & SDOOD containing an gg, and the 
man wins who gets to the goal without 
breaking the egg. 

A laughter-proveking competition to be 
seen at all military sports is Lhe bucket race. 
Each of the runners carries a bucket of 

| Water on his head or shoulder. and the prize 
jis given to the man who comes in first and 
brings the fullest bucket. Anything but 
“gweetest sounds of pure llarmuny are 
made by the instruments in the bandsmen’s 
race in which each bandsman has to play an 
instrument while he ig running. 

Often a pipe race ia run, during which to 
bacco pipes are filled and lighted with 
an ordinary match by the runners, who 
must finish the race witii the pipesstillalight.

The Paper Money ofthe World. 


The Bank of England note is about five 
by eight inches in dimensions, and is print- 
ed in black ink, on Irish linen, water-lined 
paver, plain white, and with ragged edges. 

The notes of the Banque de France are 
made of white, water-lined paper, printed 
in blue and black, with numerous mytholo 
gical and allegorical pictures, and running 
in Cenominations from the twenty-franc 
note to the one-thousand fraac. 

South American currency in most coun- 
tries,is about the size and general appearance 
of United States bills,except that cinnamon, 
brown, and slate blue are the prevailing 
colours, and the Spanish and Portuguese 
are the prevailing languages engraved on 
the face. 

The German currency is rather artistic. 
The bills are printed in green and black and 
in denominations from five to one thonsand 
marks. ‘The latter bills are printed on silk 
fibre paper. 

The Chinese paper currency is in red, 
white, and yellow paper, with gilt lettering 
and gorgeous little hand-drawn devices. 
The bills, to the =e financier, might 
pass for washing bills, but they are worth 
good money in the '* flowery king lou 

Italian notes are of all sizes, chapes, and 
colours. The smaller billa—tive and ten 
lire notesare printe] on white paper in 
pink, blue, and carmine inks and ornament- 
ed with a finely-engraved Vignette of King 
Humbert. 

The one-hundred rouble note of Ru 
barred from top to bottom with all the 
colours of the rainbow blended, as when 
shown througha prism. In the centre, in 
bold relief, stands a large, finely-exccuted 
vignette of the Empress Catherine J. This 
is in black. 
all intricate or elaborate, but it ix well done 
in dark and light brown and black inks. 

The Austrian note is printed on light 
coloured, thick paper, which shows none of 
the ailk fibre marks or geometrical lines used 
in ordinary paper currency as @ protection 
against counterfeiting. Fach beare npon it 
a terrible warning to counterfeiters, threat 
ening Imprisonment "" t 
make, sell, or have in possession 
terfeit or fac-simile of this bill”
